ELECTIONS IN EGYPT 


The recent elections for the General As- 
sembly and the Lagislative Council have been 
far more keenly watched than on any previous 
occasion. It appears that this increase in 
interest was due tu the various political parties, 
who have lately appeared in Egypt, and were 
eager (o secure thé election of their own 
vandidates. The only exception to this general 
interest was at Helouan where everybody forgot 
the date of the election and nobody conse 
quently voted. The recent elections have 
once more shown the necessity for reforming 
the representative machinery. Lord Cromer 
was of this opinion and in his last report 
(Egypt, N° 1, 1907’, p. 28,) he says :-— 

“As regards the elected members both of the

Council and of the Assembly, it is obvious 
that, under the existing system, the question 
of how far they are really representative ot 
Egyptian public opinion depends io a great 
degree on the interest taken in the election of 
the Delegates (‘Electeurs Délégués”). Lord 
Dofferin’s fundamental idea was to free the 
fellaheen from the power of the village 
Sheikhs, whom he regarded as the “inveterate 
oppressors” of the people. ‘The community,” 
he wrote, should be at least given a free choice 
of the person with whOm the suffrage of the 
hamlet is to be deposited.” The conception 
was statesmanlike, but its realization involved 
the possession by the mass of the voters of 
qualities to which they have not yet attained. 
In Egypt, village politics centre on the affairs 
The number of those who take 
an interest in events outside this narrow circle 
is very limited. Asa general rule either the 
Omdeh of the village, or some rival who aspires 
to he Omdeh, is elected to act as Delegate on 
behalf of the community. I should add that, 
althongh I am far from saying that there is no 
furtber room for improvement, at the same 
time the village authorities are now under 
much more effective control than was the case 
in Lord Dufferin's time. The objections to 
intrusting them with the suffrages of their 
villages have, therefore, diminished.” 

The advantages of abolishing the present 
system and of having direct representation are 
obvious. It would lead to for greater interest 
being taken by the pnblic in the elections, 
would foster a sense of responsibility as yet 
unknown and aid more than anything else the 
political education of the people. Purthermore, 
no political or adminis- 
trative difficulties are likely to arise from sach 
adepartare. (nthe contrary the change is 
one, which might be recommended on the 
ground of giving to the Egyptians a right 
exercised by every nation endowed with re 
presentative institutions

CATKO MIXED TRIBUNAL 


SOCIETE EGYPTIENNE DE PUBLICITE 
v, CAFFARI'S CO-OPERATIVE MARKETS 

This case is of interest in view of certain 
rumours which are being circulated as to the 
financial position of the defendant company 
It appeared that a contract had been made 
between Mr. J.B. Caffari and the plaintiffs, 
in February 1907, by which the latter were 
to receive £280 for advertising the pros- 
pectus of the defendant company then in 
course of formation, and the question for 
decision was whether Mr. Caffari had con- 
tracted on his own behalf or as agent for 
the company. Me. Fatica sought to show that 
his clients the detendants were not liable as 
the company was not then in existence, and 
objected to the seizures of his clients’ property 
in Augost last by M.M. Speszeropoulo and 
Koressios. The Court however found that the 
company was in fact ‘born’ before the date of 
the transaction, and that Mr. Caffari acted 
on its behalf, and condemned defendants to 
pay the amount claimed together with costa, 
and fees amounting to L.E. 4. Tne saisie- 
arréts of August 21, 1907, were converted 
into saisie-excentoires. A notable comment 
was evoked by or request that the hearing of 
one of today’s cases should be deferred. In 
referrence to the dilatory tactics of Egyptian 
litigants and their legal advisers Judge Tuck 
observed that out of 39 cases down for hearing 
last Wednesday cnly one was pleaded, the 
others being renvoyés for one reason or an 
other Counsel, he added, take longer to ex 
plain their reasons for delay than is occupied 
by the actual hearing of the cases. n 
counsel's urging that his case would only 
occupy 2 minutes, the President replied that 
it could not be pleaded in so short « time, and 
Me. Bacum (for the other side) could not 
resist adding “especially in the case of my 
learned friend” whereupon he was rebuked, 
amid laughter. 

THE GHORBAL CASE 

On Saturday last the case brought by the 
Helouan Development Company Limited 
against the Egyptian Land and General Trost 
Limited and the group, who purchased the 
(iborbal Estate from the latter company and 
sold it to the Helouan Company, was down 
for hearing betore the Alexandria Mixed Civil 
Court The hearing was adjourned until the 
sth February 

The Ghorbal Estate at Alexandria was sold 
by the Egyptian Land and General Trust Li- 
mited a group consisting of Messrs. Rossano, 
Bondi, Fumaroli Riches and Co., aud Kamel 
Bey Teymour for LB 130.000. This group 
paid L.E. 500.000 down and were to pay the 
remainder in three instalments of LE. 26,769 
each on May 24th, and November 24th, 1907, 
and May 24th, 1908. Meanwhile the group 
sold the estate to the Helouan Development 
Company Limited, with the instalments to be 
paid by the Helouan Development Company 
to the Egyptian Land and Ceneral ‘Trust. The 
Helouan Development Company paid one of 
the instalments last May and in November 
asked for time to be granted forthe payment 
of theother instalment. The Helouan Deve- 
lopment Company at the same time made 
various offers, which were not accepted. The 
Helouan Development Company, within one 
day within the year of the expiration of their 
contract, went to law and objected to the 
measurements of the land, which was the 
subject of the sale, demanded back the money 
that had been paid and asked the court to 
grant that the contract should be resiliated. 


SUCTETE DES CONCERTS 


The Societé des Concerts showed what they 
really could do on Sunday. The Dvtrak New 
World symphony was a revelation in the hands 
of Mr. Marsick. The full sonority of the 
orchestra was revealed, every least phrase was 
given its full signficance, every effect and 
every point made. Itisa great symphony The 
strange beauty of the first movement, its theme

dark church, beautiful but chaotic. Mme 
Baron sang SaintSaens La Cloche and a 
Handel, not without charm and skill. 

There the concert—qua concert—ended. We 
were treated to a weird parody of the ‘Café 
Egyptien, as one bears it, passing swiftly 
inacab, a symphony of misdireeted plati- 
tudes. A listener near me suggested it as an

TRAMWAY WIRE BREAKAGE 


One of the overhead wires of the Cairo 
Tramway Company fused this morning in 
the Sharia el Boulac opposite the Egyptian 
State Telegraph office, and burning for a 
few moments with extraordinary brilliance, 
the wires parted and fell to the ground, one 
of them narrowly missing a passer by. A few 
ininutes later a private carriage drove up and 
the horse coming into contact with the wires 
was killed instantly.A large crowd immediately 
began to collect, and it was only by the efforts 
of one or two men to whom the danger was 
apparent many of these were prevented from 
sharing the fate of the horse, or at the least be 
ing subjected to a nasty shock, for the solitary 
policeman whe had arrived when the crowd 
began to collect evidently knew nothing at all 
of the disaster which would overtake any one 
who was unfortunate enough to touch the wire 
It is only due to him to remark, however, that 
as soon as the danger was pointed out to him 
he exerted himselfin trying to keep the people 
clear. The other naked end of the wire was 
left entirely unguarded. Apparently not more 
than one policeman could be spared in the 
town. (Officers made their appearance but 
the fact that an exposed end of charged 
wire was lying on the pavement some 
dozen yards further up the street appar 
ently passed unnoticed, and those who 
among the crowda, were ignorant of the danger, 
have only luck to thank that they escaped it, 
for not the slightest attempt was made to 
either warn or safeguard the public by the 
persons responsible for the safety. And not 
only were the police guilty of unpardonable 
negligence in the matter, but we would also 
like to know what excuse the tramway com- 
pany can offer for having continued to allow a 
powerful current of electricity to run through 
the fallen wires for fully twenty minutes after 
they were advised of the accident. We trust 
that the affair will be enquired into by the 
two departments concerned. The utter incom- 
etence of the police force to deal with thed 
matter was a revelation indeed, or perhaps we 
should say that the revelation lay dn the 
inability of the force to supply sufficient men 
at a critical moment for the men on the spot 
acted with energy, thoogh these eftorts were 
somewhat misapplied. The loss of the horse 
was of course unfortunate but the blame for 
this can hardly be laid’ at anyone's door, for 
it occurred withio a few moments of the 
breaking of the wires The absence of a sufh- 
cient force of police to keep the crowds off and 
the delay of the tramway company in cutting 
off the current are matters however which will 
need a deal of explaining away.

Of the five operas composed by Biset during 
his all too short career, for he died at the 
early age of 37, ‘Les pechears des perles” was 
one of his latest efforts, and was first produced 
at the Paris Opera House in 1863, where it 
was fairly well received, although it has never 
been what could be considered a popular opera; 
this may in some degree perhaps be accounted 
for from the fact that there are only four prin- 
cipala in the cast ; these however bave an 
abundance of opportunities throughout the 
opera, and the choroses are quite up to the 
standard of those occurring in his masterpiece, 
and last composition, “Carmen,” which was 
produced some twelve years later. The plot 
contains nothing of extraordinary interest, 
being one of the familia: stories of love and 
the natural attendant jealousy. 

The scene of the opera, laid in the 
beautiful island of Ceylon, lends itself to 
gorgeous stage settings and this was fally 
taken advantage of in last evening's pro 
duction. The costuming of the chorus, 
however, left very great room for improve 
ment. Egyptian headdresses and pink tights 
are scarcely likely to be favoured by the 
dusky residents of Ceylon. The ballet custumes 
were exceedingly becoming, but why again the 
pink tights and the very, very, pale faces. 
These possibly small defects detracted some- 
what from the general success of the produc- 
tion, more especially as the principals’ make 
ups were very Indian indeed. 

For the principals we have nothing but 
praise, Signorina G. Finzi Magrini gave, as 
she always does, a conscientious interpretation 
of her role, “Leila,” on whom most of the bard 
work devolves, and she was very capably sup 
ported by Signor Narciso Del Ry as Nadir. 
Signor (reste Benedetti appeared to great 
advantage as Purga, and Signor Francesco in 
the smal! role of Nurabad, made an excellent 
impression. The orchestra in the hands of 
Signor G@. Zaccani was, of course, all that 
could be derired.

occupying a few hours. We understand the 
results were highly satisfactory, a large nom- 
bers of dead ratsundother vermin being disclos- 
ed to view when the holds were reopened. 
Several of the principal Quarautine Authorities 
were present, and took a keen interest in the 
proceedings. 

The compeny have since treated the Khe- 
divial Mail steamers “Osmanieb” and “Saidieh,” 
with equally gratifying resulta, and are to 
continue their operations where required. 

‘The Clayton system isa great improvement 
on the hitherto existing methods, owing to its 
simplicity, effectiveness and economy, and we 
trust itmay prove the means of reducing in- 
fection and quarantine reatrictions to a mini- 
mom.

MR. HALL CAINE. 


A London contemporar; in announcing the 
departure of Mr. Hal! Caine for Egypt says : — 

The principal object of his visit is to gather 
further material for a new novel and a new 
play. 

“To help me to write s novel and a play 
which | have been trying to work upon for 
some time,” he said, ‘1 am going back to 
Egypt for a little more study of that fascinating 
and inexhaustible country, which is, I think, 
at this moment more important to the nations 
in general and to England in particular than 
any other part of the world.” 

Mr. Caine, who sisited Egypt last year, will 
be away three or four months, dividing his 
time between Cairo, the centre of Lord Cromer's 
adwinistration, and Khartoum, the scene of 
Gordon's martyrdom.” 

Mr. Hall Caine 
left Cairo yesterday for Khartoum where he 
expects to stay about a week. He will proba- 
bly be back in Cairo in three weeks and stay 
on another two or three weeks in Cairo. His 
new book and play will be of startling interest 
to Egypt and the most earnest and dramatic of 
all Hall Caine’s works. He has made a most

EARL AND COUNTESS OF SEPTON 


While the daily papers at home are still re 
porting that the Earl and Counteas of Sefton 
are leaving England “very shortly” for Egypt, 
they are in reality well on their way up the 
Blue Nile, en route for Abyssinia, having spent 
Christmas at the Palace, Khartoum, as the 
guests of the Sirdar and Lady Wingate.

Lord Sefton himself, who will be seven anid 
thirty next month, was formerly in the 2nd 
Life Guards, anda keen soldier, but retired 
from the Service in order to look after the 
family estates when his elder brother was 
invalided for life by a terrible accident in the 
hunting-tield. He has the love of sport, which 
is characteristic of the Molyneuxes, and the 
present Prime Minister appointed him Master 
of the Horse when he came into office; but 
political differences with the Government oblig 
ed him to resign the office last year. When at 
home at Croxteth Park, his big ugly house in 
South Lancashire, he hunts regularly with the 
Cheshire packs. His friends know him as 
“Obby,” an inharmonious abbreviation of his 
pretty Christian name of Osbert. Lady Sefton

A DISGRACE TO ALEXANDRIA, 


fo tue Epitor op THE “Eayptian Gagerre.” 


Sir,—On Sunday afternoon I had the unique 
experience of watching the total destraction of 
a sailing vessel from the windows of the 
Windsor Hotel. About midday the vessel was 
sighted first making for the Eastern Harbour, 
apparently without control owing to the tre- 
mendous force of the hurriacne blowing. The 
flag of distress was then flying from the ship. 
The Captain, finding himself in a most dan. 
gerous position, dropped bis anchor to prevent 
ronning ashore. The cable, however, parted 
almost immediately afterwards. Apparently on 
recognising that position was hopeless, the 
boat was lowered and the vessel was left to her 
tate. The onlookers, who had gachered on the 
quay to witness the tragi¢ spectacle, had their 
interest transferred to the ill-fated crew. The 
little boat seemed to have smal! chance of 
reaching a landing place. Exposed to the fall 
fury of the awful gale, baffeted and harled 
hither and thither by the gigantic waves, she 
was ever and again quite lost to sight amidst 
the mountainous seas. 

It was impossible to conceive a more harrow 
ing spectacle, especially as we were all 
conscious of our utter belplessness to render 
any assistance. However, fortune favoured the 
brave fellows, who were at last landed safe and 
sound on shore, but in a very exhausted state 
I have no need to enter into any further details 
of this incident, but what! want torefer to isthe 
complete lack of any lite boat service in Alex 
andria, although it is the Mediterranean port, 
which ranks after Marseilles and Genoa. For 
hours the ship, which eventually dashed itself 
to pieces against the rocks of the headland of 
Fort Silsileh, had hoi-ted a flag of distress. Yet 
nothing was done by the Ports and Lights 
Administration nor by the Coastgaards Service 
to render the slightest assistance. In my 
humble opinion had a powerful tug come to 
her aid, even an hour and a half after the first 
signal of distress was hoisted, she might have 
been easily saved. Doubtless the Ports and 
Lights Administration is too much ocenpied 
with her internal scandals to care about the 
lives of a few seamen, but when | consider that 
the Director Generalship of that Administra 
tion has been in the hands of an Englishman 
tor many years past, | am almost ashamed to 
disclose my nationality by signing myself.

Besides those who have 
assumed the title of Nationalist, there exists | 
a small but increasing number of Egyptians 
ot whom comparatively little is heard, but 
who deserve that title quite as much as their 
competitors of a different school of thonght 
andaction. I allude to the party which, for 
the sake of brevity, | may call the followers 
ot the late Mufti, Sheikh Mohamed Abdou 
I have in previons Reports frequently alluded 
to the opinions held by this section of Egyp 
tian society—opinions which are very analogus 
to those advocated by the late Seyyid Ahmed, 
who founded the Aligarh College in India 
Their fondamental idea is to reform various 
Moslem institutions withont shaking the main 
pillars on which the faith of Islam rests. They 
are truly Nationalist in the sense of wishing 
to advance the interests of their countrymen 
and coreligionists, but they are not tainted 
with Pan-Islamism. Their programme, if | | 
understand it rightly, involves not opposition | 
to, but co-operation with Europeans in the | 
introduction of Western civilization into the | 
country. The main hope of Egyptian Nation- 
alism, in the only true and practicable sense 
of the word, lios, in my opinion, with those 
who belong to this party. In the past they 
have not, for reasons on which | need not 
dwell, but for which the British advisers of 
the Egyptian Government are in no way| 
responsible, received all the encouragement | 
they deserve.” 

To declare that the party «as only constitut 
ed last September and that only from thst 
date did it have a programme is nonsensa, as 
everybody knows that the Parny came into 
being through the late Sheikh Abdou and the 
official organ of the Party, A} Garidah,” was 
started before Lord Cromer left and took 1:s 
policy at the beginning under inspiration from 
the British Agency.
